THE PRESIDENT. 
OFF FOR NEW YORK. 
Spectal Disvatch to Tae Chicage Tribune 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Sept. 29.—The Presi- 
dent left Washington for New York this 
afternoon, expecting to arrive at his home 
about 10 o’clock this evening. Before he 
went away the members of the Cabinet who 
are here, with the exception of Secretary 
Windom, called upon him. The President 
yesterday had suggested to the Cabinet that 
it would be prudent for them, in view of 
their long watch here his summer, to take a 
brief season of rest, and said that he was 
going himself to New York on Thursday, 
and would like such of them as pro- 
posed going East to accompany him. 
The Postmaster-General, Secretaries Hunt 
and Lincoln, and the Attorney-Cieneral, at 
their interview this morning with the Presi- 
dent, made sume reference to the possibility 
of changes in the Cabinet, and the President 
informed them that he should not consider 
that subject until the culled session of the 


Senate. 
THE IMPRESSION 

that was obtained was thatitis the purpose 
of the President to send in the names of his 
Cabinet to the Senate when it shall come to- 
gether. This action will probably be ren- 
dered necessary by the fact that the Attorrey- 
General desires to retire as soon as 
he can be relieved, and it is 
thought that the President will, in view of 
this, make simultaneously such changes as he 
contemplates. Besides the Cabinet, ex- 
Speaker Sharpe of New York, Gen Banks, 
Representative Herbert of Alabama, Senator 
McMillan, and Benjamin II. Brewster of 
Philadelphia, called this morning. The 
President was accompanied on his trip to 
New York by the Postmaster-General. Secre- 
taries Hunt and Lincoln, and their families. 
The Attorney-General will legve Washing- 
ton to-morrow fora brief visit to Philadel- 
phia, and Secretary Windom, who was de- 
tained last night from going, will also leave 
to-morrow for Massachusetts. Unless Sec- 
retary Kirkwood should return to-night, 
there will be 
NO MEMBER OF THE CABINET IN THE CITY 
tomorrow. Whatever the President may 
contemplate, it is regarded as certain that he 
will make no Cabinet changes before Oct. 
10. The President has been giving the sub- 
ject of his Cabinet that consideration which 
its speedy constitution warrants. It is known 
that it is his desire that the Treasury Depart- 
ment should be in charge of a man whose ex- 
perience and abilities will be recognized, and 
who is also a resident of New York. Assistant- 
Treasurer Hillhouse’s name, which has been 
mentioned, is not regarded as the one who 
will be selected, and the close friends of the 
President say that, even if he should tender 
a Cabinet position to Mr. Conkling, the ex 
Senator would not accept it. If Postmaster- 
General James goes outof the Cabinet he 
will retire to accept the Presidency of a bank 
in New York, and has no expectation of be- 
ing appointed Assistant Treasurer. 

THE VISIT OF SENATOR JONES 
to ex-Senator Conkling is regarded here as 
having been made at the request of the Presi- 
dent, and there are many surmises as to the 
message which the Senator bore. Some of 
the politicians think it had reference to the 
coming State Convention, while ;others sus- 
pect that Mr. Conkiing’s advice was sought 
as to the selection of the successor to Secre- 
tary Windom.

THE TREASURY. 
BANK TAXES, 
Special Dispatch to The Citcago Tribune. 

WASmxdrox. D. C., Sept. 29.— The fol- 
lowing is the ruling which the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue will make on the sub- 
ject of the taxation of the checks, The rul- 
ing will be published tomorrow: Where de- 
posits are made on check or draft imme- 
diately carried to the credit of the depositor, 
and which are subject at once to payment by 
check or draft, they must be treated as de- 
posits on the day the same are received and 
entered to the credit of the depositor. But 
in the adjusting of the daily balances of de- 
posits, clearing-house settlements will be 
recognized, and banks and bankers will 
rectify the balance appearing on their books 
at the close of each day’s business by de- 
ducting the amount of checks received from 
the clearing-house. each morning, treating 
such checks as though they had been re- 
ceived and charged up before the close of 
business on the previous day. 

PAYING THE DEBT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Sept. 29.—Checks 
were prepared at the Treasury yesterday for 
$716,605 and for $34,000,214 today for the re- 
demption of bonds included in the previous 
calls, and which have only just been pre- 
sented at the Treasury for redemption. 
There are in all above $21,000,000 in bonds 
stili outstanding, but which have been called 
in, and upon which interest has ceased. 
Some of these bonds should have been pre- 
sented for redemption eleven years ago. 
Provision has been made for redemption of 
all of them whenever presented at the Treas- 
ury, but, judging from the lapse of time since 
interest has been paid upon some of them, 
there are many bonds outstanding which the 
Treasury will never be called upon to re- 
deem. It isestimated that about $6,000,000 
of extended sixes ineluded in the recent call 
for $20,000,000 are held by the National banks 
to secure their circulation. As interest on 
these bonds will cease Dec. 24 the banks 
must on or before that date, replace them 
with other bonds, or reduce their circula- 
tion. No intimation has yet been received at 
the Treasury Department that any bank con- 
templates a reduction of circulation. 

. EXPORTS. 

During August the excess of exports of 
merchandise was $5,804,124; for the yearend- 
ing Aug. $1, $167,079,544; excess of imports of 
gold and silver coin and bullion for August, 
$4,796,109, and for the year, $79,459.481. The 
total value of exports of merchandise for 
August was $67,897,149, and of imports $61,- 
693,016. The total value of exports for twelve 
months ending Aug. 31 was 8894.03, 274, and 
imports 8093. 153,661. The decrease in value 
of imports trom. the preceding twelve months 
was $53,990,854, and the increase of exports 
$30,461,215.

EARLY DWELLERS IN BRIT- 
AIN. 


Traces of Them That Have Sarvived 
in England and Wales. 
Pat Mall Gazette. 

As one walks along the streets of a quiet 
little Welsh town during this tourist season, 
it is somewhat curious to observe the singular 
difficulty one finds in distinguishing by sight 
between the visitors and the natives, espe- 
cially when both belong to corresponding 
classes and are dressed in much the same 
way. An English observer in almost any 
Continental country—say, in France or Ger- 
many—is constantly struck by the large 
number of faces belonging to types wholly 
different from those which he is accustomed 
to see at home. In Germany the greater 
part are fairer, flatter, and rounder-headed: 
in France the greater part are durker, and 
have the distinctive Gallic modification 
of the the typical semi-Celtic physique; 
but in Wales the mass of ther people 
might be everyday Englishmen of the 
ordinary London type for augnt that one ean 
see to the contrary in their features, their 
build, or their manner. It is almost startling 
at times to hear a group of such thorough 
English-looking people standing in the street 
and talking to one another in a foreign lan- 
guage. You can see them as you pass from 
head to foot, and you say to yourself in your 
heart they must be English. To be sure, 
there are a few more very dark-haired and 
dark-eyed people, proportionately, than in 
some parts of Eastern England, though hard- 
ly more than in Dorset, in Lancashrie, or 
even in Suffolk, but with this slight excep- 
tion the average physique differs in no ap- 
preciable way from the average physique of 
that very heterogeneous ethnical compound 
—the Londoner. The slight difference is 
merely one of varying proporuons in the ele- 
ments, not of totally different elements 
themselves. The mah who goes from Nor- 
mandy or to Provence feels that he is practi- 
cally among another race; the man who goes 
from any part of England to Wales feels that 
he is still among essentially the same people 
accidentally speaking a different tongue. 

This almost absolute identity of physical 
appearance, extending as it does even _to 
those more measurable anatomical peculiari- 
ties which are capable of objective state- 
ment, such as the size and relative propor- 
tions of the skull, seems to afford a useful 
hint ds to the ethnical composition of most 
Englishmen at the present day. If it were 
true that the early English in their conquest 
of Britain absolutely exterminated the na- 
tive Britons, then it would be hard to under- 
stand the wide divergence of the modern 
English from the usual Teutonic or Scandi- 
navian type, or their close approximation to 
the ancient British type. Some people talk 
as though the ancient Briton were an ex- 
tinct animal, only to be recovered from a 
few very misleading remarks of Cesar, or 
from the bronze utensils and moldy skulls in 
Mr. Evans’ collection and the British 
Mustum. But, of course, the real fact is 
that we can find the ancient -Briton still im 
our midst in his unmixed purity, from 
Anglesey to Cornwall, and hear him 
speaking the ancient British language intact 
in Merioneth of Carnarvonshire. All talk 
about Britons and Anglo-Saxons tends. to 
mask the simple truth that we are dealing 
from the first with Englishmen the Welsh 
men; it belongs to the same exploded school 
of thought as“ the ancients” and the mod- 
erns.“ Looking at the question as a simple 
matter of observation, most inhabitants of 
England at the present day possess many 
anatomical traits in common with the un- 
doubted Celts of Wales and Cornwall, which 
traits are demonstrably wanting in the mod- 
ern Germans and Scandinavians, and some 
of which were demonstrably wanting to the 
early English invaders whose bones we find 
in barrows of the heathen English age. The 
inference seems pretty clear that most inhab- 
itants of England now have at least some 
fraction ot Celtic blood in their veins. This 
Celtic blood is doubtless due in many cases 
to comparatively modern intermarriages 
with the numerous Welsh, Cornish, Scoteh, 
and Irish families which have migrated east- 
ward and southward for three centuries past; 
but itis probably also due in part to the sur- 
vival of certain Britons, more or less, at the 
date of the English conquest. 

People generally forget, indeed, how 
small is the distance measured by genera- 
tions, which separates us from heathen 
British or heathen English times. Only fifty 
lives divide the existing Welsh farmer 
whom we meet in our mountain rambles 
from the levies which withstood Caius 
Cesar upon the shore of Pevensey. The 
number of generations between Hengest, or 
Horsa, and the modern Kentishmen is not 
greater than the number of generativus be- 
tween an Arab horse in the regin of Charles 
II. and a Derby winner in our own day. To 
the Scandinavians we stand even nearer; for 
a man could raise in his own lifetime nearly 
thrice as many generations of peas as those 
which sepafate modern Yorkshire men from 
the companions of Ragner and Halfden. In- 
deed, the aphides on our rose-trees in a con- 
servatory will crowd the same number of 
lives into three years. All these proportions 
are calculated, too, on the ordinary reckon- 
ing of thirty-three years to a generation, 
but, if we take the exceptional instances, there 
must probably be some Englishmen now 
living who are divided by only twenty sor 
twenty-five ancestors from the heathen En- 
glish conquerors of Sussex and Wessex, or 
by only fifteen or eighteen from the heathen 
Danish conquerors of East Anglia and 
Northumbria, It is no wonder, under these 
circumstances, as Karl Vogt suggests, that 
an occasional“ recrudescence of barbarism “ 
should still produce a Zulu war or a Juden- 
hetze amid the modern civilization of En- 
gland or Germany. But it would be very 
wonderful indeed ifso short a number of 
generations should suffice to alter those per- 
sistent social features of skulland skeleton 
which seem to be the most lasting elements 
in human varieties. ‘The boldest evolution- 
ist would hesitate before suggesting that 
twenty or thirty lifetimes could turn brachy- 
cephalic Jutes and Saxons into dolichwo- 
cephalic Britons, or could make the tyve of 
East Anglians and Dalesmen so closely ap- 
proximate to the ordinary Welsh and Corn- 
ish physique. This would indeed be hered- 
ity plus modification with a vengeance,

UNLUCKY LONDON,

AYLMER, Ont., Sept. 20.—This morning an ex- 
cursion train bound for the Provincial Exhibi- 
tion at London collided with a freight-train on 
the Air-Line of the Great Western Railway near 
Orwell, a station about two and a halt miles 
from this place. The railway authorities are 
very reticent about it, but the following appear

THE FACTS: 

The excursion train bad orders to cross Ng. & 
freight at this station. They arrived here 
ten minutes ahead of time, and, thinking 
to make Orwell before the freight reached 
there, went on their way, witb the above result.

FOUR MILLIONAIRES. 


How Senator Cerdon and His Associ- 
ates Got Rich—A Railroad Scheme. 
New Orleans Picayune. 

For the term in the United States Senate, be- 
ginning Mareh4, 1879, the incumbent, ¢@bosen 
by the people of Georgia, through their hearts 
ani legislators, was a man who bad been 
wounded in battle eight times. He commanded 
a wing of Gen. Lee’s army at the close of 
the War. He was a Captain, a Major, 
a Lieutenant-Colonel, a Colonel, a Brigadier- 
General,a Major-General, and a corps com- 
mander. He was a member of the National 
Vemocratic Convention in 1868 from Georgia, 
and also in 1872, anda Presidential Elector for 
the State at large in 1568, and also in 1872. He 
took his seat in the United States Senate March 
4, 1873, and his second term would not have ex- 
pired tilltwelve years from that date, and no 
man iiving is authorized to say that his third 
term would have ended before March 4, 1891. 

Senator Gordon found that the needs of bis 
family were greater than the calis of his ambi- 
tion, and he tbrew away almost a whole term in 
the Senate, and a marvelous popularity in 
Georgia, When people asked the reason, he 
said that he had to make more money, and he 
thought he could make $15,000 a year. 

That man is now a millionaire. He has not 
only made bimself a millionaire; be has also 
made his two brothers millionaires, and he has 
made Gov. Colquitt, of Georgia, a millionaire. 
They are four millionaires now. 

Gordon bas organized the Georgia Pacific Rail- 
road and sold it to the Richmond & Danville 
Extension Company (that is, to the Pennosyiva- 
nla people. who own the road from Richmond to 
Atlanta) for $700,000 cash and a certain amount 
uf stock, Besides tnis, the Presidency of the 
Georgia Pacific remains in Gen. Gordon's 
hands, and the cush has deen paid, 
and the Gordons and Colquitt own 81. 
000,000 in the Richmond & Danville Ex- 
tension Company, and will have two and one- 
baif times that amount of stock in the Georgia 
Pacific. Gen. Gordon will remain President of 
the Georgia Pacific. Maj. E C. Gordon is Presi- 
dent of two roads belonging togthe company in 
Mississippi, the charters of which extend from 
Birmingham, Ala., to the Mississippi River. Mr. 
W. S. Gordon is a Director in the Richmond & 
Danville Extension Company, and is also raising 
a company to build a railroad ia Florida. 

The Louisville & Nashville road, at about the 
time of Gordon's resignation, was bevinning to 
wet a foothold in Georgia, where it has new in- 
trenched itseit on the Western & Atlantic 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta. the Georgia from 
Atlanta to Augusta, and the Central from Atlan- 
tato Savannah so thoroughly that it will need all 
the powers of the powerful Georgia Rail- 
road Commissioners to bold it in check. 
Just then, however, it was not very 
strong iu Georgia, and was watching 
every point with jealous eyes. Seemg au oppor- 
tunity to secure the services of a popular Geor- 
gia lawyer, it eagerly retained Gordon as one of 
its counsel, In order to hold an entrance to At- 
lanta it dougut the Georgia Western charter 
from Atlanta to Birmingham. After its great 
victories in Georgia it did not need either Gor- 
don or the Georgia Western, and it gave Gordon 
the Great Western charter, probably to get rid 
of him. This was Gordon's nest égw. 

The three Gordons and their Governor now 
set themselves to raise a company to build from 
Atlanta to the Mississippi River. They ob- 
tuined conditionally over 100,000 acres of coal 
lands, granted on condition the road was 
finisbed. These lands were worth a couple 
of millions, but of course they wilt not be worth 
a cent to the Georgia Pacitic until the road is 
completed. They also secure valuable charters 
in Mississippi and the right of way for over a 
hundred miles.

Kiebard McCormick, of Arizona, is Presi- 
dent. What the latter seeks to evtab- 
lish is that Daniel Drawbaugh, of Penn- 
Sylvania, got up a perfected telephone half 
a dozen years or more before any of the 
other inventors ever thougut of the contrivance. 
Upwards of 200 reputable neighbors of the Penn- 
syivania claimant Dave testitied to the truth of 
the claim, anc their evidence bas not been 
shaken In a single instance. More than oll this, 
several of the identical telephones which Draw- 
baugh used so many years ago have been pro- 
duced and successfully operated during the long 
and extensive litigation. Atarecent conven- 
tion of telephone men in Saratoga some facts ot 
importance and interest to patrons uf the Bell 
instruments in Missourl and other Western 
States were accidentally letout. The call of the 
convention invited all interested in telephonic 
matters to participate, but as the Bell men were 
numerically the strongest, they shut out all who 
were not actively employed ia the interest of 
the American Bell Company.

bullets are incased in six inches of solid wood, it 
is quite difficuit to extract them; and, besides, 
the owners object to the operation, as it destroys 
the timber, which is, of course, a source of con- 
siderabie revenue. On the Thomas beadquarter 
hill there stands a pine tree in which the writer 
counted more than sixty buliets. The buliet 
leaves a wound in the pine tree which never 
deals and from which sap continually exudes. 

Arrived in Chattanooga, the strange sight is 
presented of brick being manufactured from 
the earthworks built by the Union men on their 
arrival in the town known as Fort Negiey. 
Many of the late visitors carried bome a brick— 
not in his hat, but in his satchbel—as a precious 
souvenir. Fort Wood still retains its shape. 
but most of the other fortifications have been 
obliterated by time or demolished by the march 


of Improvement. 
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MISSIONARY RIDGF. 

Many of the late excuraionists to Chattanooga 
felt that they would have no difficulty iu finding 
the identical spot at which they scaled the ridge 
in that grand and successful charge of the rem- 
nant of the Army of the Cumberland under the 
leadership of their idolized Thomas—that incar- 
nation of soldierly qualities which a generation 
may not bring to the front. But it was found 
that Father Time had not been idle tnese many 
years, and that the inroads of the elements on 


the hillsides had so changed their appearance 
that ition was next to impossible. How- 
ever, most of the searchers wert satisfied that 
they had found wat they looked for, cut a few 
sticks for canes, and left perfectly satisfied with 


their pilgrimage to Dixie. 


FRANKLIN. 

The movements preceding the battle at Frank- 
lin, Tenn., may be of interest to the general 
reader as showing the wonderful intuitive per- 
ception possessed by Gen. Thomas. Immediate- 
ly upon parting with Gen. Sberman at Gales- 
ville, Ga.,on the 13th of November, 1864, to at- 
tend to Gen. Hood, he divined the latter's inten- 
tions and made disposition of bis forces accord- 
ingly. Thomas saw at once that it was Hood's 
intention to invade and subdue, if possibie, both 
Tennessee and Kentucky, and under these cir- 
cumstances he decided to retreat to Nashville, 
and, in fact, bad no other course to pursue. 
Then commenced a race between the Union and 
Rebel armies for the possession of Tennessee's 
Capital. marching on parallel roads. The retreat 
from Columbia to Franklin bad been a very crit- 
ieal affair, involving as it did the main and di- 
rect road to Nashville. The Rebels bad ut one 
time almost complete possession of the road, but 
Were finally driven back, and the Usion army 
Continued its march by nighein plain sight of 
the Confederate campfires. The vicinity of 
Franklin was finally reached, where the weary 
soldiers attempted to snatch a few mouthfuls of 
foud. Hood's 
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its head, 
will live in history as one of the bravest 
in the annals of war. The enemy was 
swept back y the irresistible line of 
Blue. This was by all odds the most stu bboruly- 
contested portion of the fieid, and bere it was 
that Rebel officers and soldiers fell by the thou- 
Funds. Firing was kept up until night, the 
Unionists holding fast to their positions. It was 
expected that Frank Cueatham would have cut 
us od ut Spring Hill, but timidity or sometbing 
else prompt delay until our troops reached 
Frankliu. Late ou the following night our army 
continued its retreat to Nashville, arriving there 
in good order. 

line of battle can be plainly traced on the 
right and left. but the centre can hardly be 
recugnized, the fruil fortifications hav beeu 
almost entirely obliterated by time and [pe pat- 
ural improvements. Many evide..cs of the 
herce conflict still remain, however. Logs com- 
posing the fortifications have in some instances 
been utilized in the construction of outbuild- 
ings, and imbedded therein stili remain many 
bullets. What tew earthworks there were have 
entirely disappeared, and in their stead have 
risen buildings of various kinds. The old cot- 
ton-gin on the pike looking toward Columbia is 
still intact, and appears the same as when fierce 
war raged in its vicinity.

NASHVILLE. 

The history of the battle of Nashville bas been 
80 often and so well written that it is neediess to 
sive it mention here. Every one remembers 
how Gen. Thomas was blamed for not moving 
against the enemy soouer than be did; bow he 
protested against premature action; bow he 
came pear being superseded by a more favored 
General; how. when ne considered it proper, he 
did attack, and how be whipped Hood clear 
through the State. All these are matters of 
history. It remains only to speak briefly of the 
present appearance of the scenes of that nota- 
ble conflict. Progress has here, as elsewhere, 
showed ber hand, and in many places formerly 
marked by lines of intrenchments nothing ap- 
peurs to mark their existence. Some ot tne 
forts are still in a tair state of preservanon, 
others aimost demolished, and still others en- 
tirely gone. However, the soldier visiting Nash- 
Ville will und many points of interest to visit. 
and can figure out the position of his command 
during the stirrmg scenes of 1564. During the 
recent visitof members of the Army of the 
Cumberiandatour of the town was made in 
carriages by several of them, and they expressed 
sutisfaction with their brief inspection.

A Horrible and Bloody Tragedy 
in the City of Au- 
rora, III. 


A Husband Fatally Shoots His 
Wife and Then Kills 
Himself. 


Capture of the Iron Mountain Train- 
Robbers After an Excit- 
ing Chase. 
Two Men Killed and One Mortally 
Wounded in a Georgia 
Court- Room. 


Hanging in the Indian Territary of a 
Cherokee Indian for Murder. 


A HORRIBLE AFFAIR. 
Special Dispatch to The Guse Tribune 

Avrora, III., Sept. 20.—Last night Aurora was 
the scene of a “murder most foul and un- 
natural,” and the gallows was cheated of its in- 
human victim by his immediate suicide. The 
sharp crack of two pistol shots in quick succes- 
sion thrilled the neighborhood in the vicinity of 
Clark street and Lincoln avenue. Hastening to 
the iovality from whence the reports proceeded, 
the beholders were filled with horror 
and dismay at the bloody sight 
before them. Lying stretched at full length on 
the sidewaik were two bodies, one that of a man, 
the othera woman. They lay close together, 
bis head being but a few inches from her feet. 
His face was so covered with blood as to be al- 
most undistinguishabie. When first seen he 
was gasping his last breath. Biood was oozing 
from ber back, but she was still conscivus. 
Close by his side lay the deadly weapon which 
accomplished the double murder. The tvo 
proved to be Mr. and Mrs. A. P. Rogers, of 
Aurora, III. Buta block distant from the spot 
of the crime, and a few minutes before its 
commission, Mr. Daniel Drake, the ‘mer- 
chants’ nigbt-policeman, met Mr. Rogers and 
had a tew moments’ conversation with him. Mr. 
Drake noticed that he acted strangely and spoke 
wildly, but not as if he was under the influence 
of liquor. He told Mr. Drake that he was going 
up to get the boys. Upon being asked what was 
the matter, be replied that he wanted to take 
care ot them. They then parted, Mr. Rogers go- 
ing east on Clark street, until about midway be- 
tween Lincoln avenue and Fourth street, direct- 
ly in front of che residence of Mr. 
H. B. Bryan, where be met Mrs. Rogers, 
in company with Mrs. Sarah Quacken- 
bush, going west on their way down-town. 
Just as he passed his wife he turned and said, 
**I want tospeak to you.“ She said, I don't 
want to have anything to say to you.“ He per- 
sisted: “ What are you golhg to do with the 
things at the house?“ She replied, I will take 
care of them.“ Thereupon he seized her by the 
arm with one hand, turning her partly around, 
and, pulling a revolver with the other, placed it 
to her back and fired. As she fell he cocked it 
again, and, holding its muzzie against his right 
temple, pulled the trigger. Mrs. Quackenbush 
at the first shot fled into the house of Mr. Bryan 
and gave the alarm. Mr, Rogers’ wound pro- 
duced nearly instant death. Mrs. Rogers was 
removed to the house. Examination was then 
heid, which showed that the bail struck the 
middie dorsal vertebra and then passed down- 
ward, probably lodging in the abdominal cavity. 
The attending surgeon, Dr. Rice, probed the 
wound four inches, but could not ob- 
tain a clew as to the location of the 
ball. The spinal cord was bruised, caus- 
ing paralysis of the nerves of the en- 
tire lower balf of the body, both of motion and 
eensation. The wound is fatal, although the 
patient still lingers. Consciousness was retained 
during the nixi.. She made a clear and perfect 
atlidavit of the trugedy as it occured, and gave 
requests as to the funeral and how she should 
be buried. She taiked freely concerning the re- 
lations existing between herself and husband. 
und said that sbe treasured no II- will in her 
heart toward her unkind busband, but that she 
did not want him buried by ber side. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rowers are aged 50 and 48 years 
respectively, and have been married about 
eighteen years. Mr. Rogers was a trimmer and 
uphoisterer by trade. and worked in the car- 
shops under the employ of the Chicago. Burling- 
ton & Quincy Raiirvuad. They leave two boys, 
Albert and William, aged 16 and Il respectively. 
Mr. Rogers, althuugn hale and hearty, was 
ot a surly and irritable disposition away 
from home; at home he was unkind 
and fintolerant. At the time of their 
marriage she wus told by her triends not to 
marry Kogers. The older boy, being inter- 
viewed, toid THe TRIBUNE reporter that fresh 
aggravations occurred during fair week. Kog- 
ers went to the fair-grounds with $60, and wus 
brought home beastly intoxicated, with only 810 
in his pocket. Albert took from bis pocket this 
amount, giving it to bis mwoth@r, who paid bills 
with half of it. When her husband discovered 
its loss he became greatiy enraged, and 
shamefully abused her. She theu resvlved 
to spend the winter at Glenwood, Ia., with 
Johnnie Thorp, ber son by her first husband. 
The tbree 1 revious to her murder she 
stayed with Mrs. Guachentush, fearing to go 
nome. Yesterday, while he was at work, she 
removed the carpets and made preparations for 
departing, expecting to go Saturday. When 
Rogers came bome from work last night he 
asked the boys where their motber was and 
what she had done with the things. They said they 
did not know. Thereupon he left the nouse. 
Mr. Lee, the pawnbroker, being interviewed, 
said that Rogers was in early in the evening and 
wished to borrow a revolver. He said he did not 
want to buy it, as he was going to shoot a dog 
that bit him that night and tore his pants. Mr. 
Lee loaded it with two cartridges, and was pro- 
ceeding to fill the barrel when Rogers said that 
would be sufficient. He said that he would y 
for the use of the revolver next pay-day. 
With full premeditation and malice he 
started out, resolved upon the perpetra- 
tion of the horribie crime which he 80 #ueceas- 
fully consummated. His body was shipped ut 
noon to Bloomington, III., to be buried. It left 
the house without a rite or ceremony, and not a 
soul mourned its departure. The affair is one 
of the most pitiable tragedies that has occurred 
in the City of Aurora. He was not under the in- 
fluence of liquor, but did his bold deed in a hot- 
headed and cold-hearted manner. 


CAPTURE OF TRAIN-ROBBERS. 

Litre Rock, Ark., Sept. 29.—Information re- 
ceived tonight states that all three robbers who 
captured and robbed the train on the Iron 
Mountain Road last Thursday night were capt- 
ured yesterday. One near Sulphur Bluff, Hamp- 
ton County, Tex.. and two in the Indian Nation. 
The pursuit has been vigorously followed up by 
Cupt. Clark Hall, conductor on the Iron Mount- 
ain Road, who followed the robbers with a posse 
to the Village of Ben Lomond, in Sevier County. 
There the robbers separated, one going into 
Texas and two into the Indian Ter- 
ritory. The pursuing party divided, 
Capt. Hall following the Texas-bound robber. 
His efforts were rewarded by coming up with 
him early yesterday morning, where the robber 
was taking breakfast. Hall pulled down on him 
with a double-barreled shot-gun. The robber 
surrendered, saying. If you had given me a 
minute’s more notice | would have given you a 
lively deal.” The remaining two robbers were 
followed in the Indian Territory and captured 
with no trouble.

The County Commissioners and 
Their Cheeky Grab 
Game. 


The Traveling and Other Expenses 
of Their Guests Paid by 
the County. 


Singular Discrepancies in the Items— 
Whe Will Pay for the Eight Gal- 
lons of Whisky? 


At an early hour yesterday morning the Clerk 
to the County Board, to whom $547.50 had been 
voted the day befure to defray the expense of 
the Cleveland excursion, called at the office of 
the County Treasurer and got his money. A 
moments later he was in his office on the South 
Side surrounded by a bevy of Commissioners 
and reporters, and, after taking exception to 
the criticism of the bill in these columns, in 
which fault-finding be was joived by those who 
bad created the bill, be proceeded to explain, 
supplementing bis explanation with the remark 
that he was prepared to show where every cent 
bad gone. 

The first mistake the papers had made, he 
suid, was in dividing the $47.50 between eight 
Comissioners, whereas the facts were that the 
party consisted of eighteen persons, and, tak- 
ing down a sheet of peper, he wrote down

To start with were Comuiasioners Clark, Ayars, 
Knopf, Rheinwaid, Farren, Wood, Ender, and

wherein the excursion had been authorized, he 
found the following authority for the trip in a 
resolution adopted: That all the public oilices 
of the county, for the balance of this day, and 
uso during the day on which the funeral of the 
deceased.

THE TRAGEDY OF Sr. ANACLET.

The remains were putinavebicie and driven 
to her brother's house. Moreau did not follow 
the others there, but returned alone to bis own 
home. He was brougnt over, however, to the 
juquest, and when asked if be knew the de- 
ceased, be coldly said Les. Being asked 
who the person was, be answered, in the same 
unimpassioued manner. My wife.“ The post- 
mortem examination showed thai all the orguns 
of the body were in a healthy condition, but 
that the victim bad lost all ber blood by a rupt- 
ture of the temporal artery.

THE WRANGLE OF THE SURGEONS. 

There is something very queer about the 
quarrel of the surgeons over the case of the 
late President. It is characterized by an 
abundance of irony, bitterness, and passion, 
and yet it is plain thatit can have no purpose 
into the discussion of which these elements 
should enter at all. The purpose of the 
wrangle cannot be one of patriotism, for 
President Garfield is dead and cannot be re- 
called to life.

To assume that its purpose is 
to cast discredit upon the skill of Surgeons 
Bliss, Hamilton, and Agnew is to reflect very 
seriously upon the gentlemen engaged in the 
discussion, for, whatever may be said of 
Dr. Bliss. the reputation of Drs. Hamilton 
and Agnew Is too firmly established to be 
shaken by any animadversions of the at- 
tacking party. Besides, the wish to injure 
surgeons of so high repute is equivalent to 
a disposition to break down and disgrace the 
profession of surgery. Nobody will believe 
that the late President would have been safer 
n the hands of any one, or all, of the post- 
mortem critics of the conduct of the case 
than in those of Messrs. Hamilton and Ag- 
new. And if they made a wretched botch of 
the case, as it is now sought to make the pub- 
lic believe, the general exclamation will be, 
Alas for American surgery“ 

We are left to conclude, then, that the pur- 
pose of the hot dispute of the doctors over 
the iate President’s case is purely in the in- 
terest of the advancement of surgical 
seience. But f so why should the dispute 
be characterized by heat and passion? Why 
should it. be inaugurated in advance of the 


‘fiual report of tiie autopsy? Investigatlons 


in the interest of the advancement of science 
shouid be condueted with the utmost calm- 
ness. Nor should they be commenced with- 
out a full disclosure of all the facts present- 
edin the case under consideration. Truth 
is not often evolved from the heat of fierce 
declamation, and time devoted to investiga- 
tion in the absence of material facts is 
wasted, 

The critics of the attending surgeons and 
of those who conducted and witnessed the 
autopsy in the President’s case are discuss- 
ing the subject in the dark. They do not 
know where the fatal bullet was found, nor 
whether the lungs showed pus points; nor 


have they seen the bullet-perforated section‘ 


of the spinal column, They are discussing 
the subject very hotly and very much in the 
dark, and sucha discussion can scarcely be 
in the interest of the advancement of science, 
And in this connee it is pertinent to in- 
quire why these g critics are all at 
once, as it were, £0 exceet.ngly solicitous on 
the subject of the advancement of science. 
The hospitals are constantly full of com- 
plicated cases of gunshot wounds, and these 
cases are open to the entire surgical profes- 
sion. The case of the poor policeman or cil- 
izen filled with bullets by some drunkard or 
brutal ruffian possesses equal value, in a sci- 
entific point of view, with that of the late 
President. If science demanded a wrangle 
over every case of death from a gunshot 
wound the surgical profession would be in a 
constant state of heat and passion. Reputa- 


tions would no doubt be ruined dally“and it | 


violent disputes tend to elevate surgery on 
these ruins the profession might rise to great 
hights of perfection. It is worthy of note 
that nearly ail the surgeons in all parts of 
the country outside of the case who were 
interviewed during the late l’resident’s life 
inclined very strongly to the opinion that 
iis wound would prove mortal. Surgeons 
General llammond was very confident that 
the President would suecumd at last. Yet 
none ot these surgeons then kuew—Dr. 
llammone did not know that the attending 
surgeons bad mistaken the course of the 
bullet. They believed generally that the 
wound was of a character to produce com- 
plications which im the end would produce 
death. And the autopsy shows that the 
wound was quite as bad in fact as it was er- 
roneousiy supposed to be. But the critics of 
the attending surgeons now leave it to be in- 
ferred that they think the President might 
have recovered if he had been properly 
treated. No, it is not an investigation in the 
interest of the advancement of surgical! 
science. It is a quarrel among rival sur- 
geons, and the quarrel is unseemly. 


bankruptcy. in the meantime he became 
involved in certain disreputable cases, out 
of which the United States obtained judg- 
ments against him for about $50,000, which 
judgments are yet unsatsified. Charles Cole- 
hour also passed through bankruptcy. 

The Clark heirs, after trying every possi- 
ble expedient to bring the Colehours to a 
sense of their obligations, have at last en- 
tered suit to foreclose the original mortgage, 
which now, with interest, taxes, etc., 
amounts to about $150,000, The owners of 
the 1,500 building lots, including the entire 
people of Colehour, have no title to their 
property save the worthless warrantee deed 
of William H. Colehour, who pocketed their 
money. 

We do not know whether the law affords 
any remedy for the rascally wrong done to 
these unfortunate people, nor do we kuow 
whether the law provides any punishment 
for the man who has robbed them, but we 
feel that we express nothing more than the 
universal sentiment that infinitly better and 
honester men than Colehour have been sent 
to the State’s Prison for crimes far iess atro- 
cious and infamous. Had this man per- 
sonally burglarized the homes of these 
poor people, taking therefrom their 
savings, or had he by violence 
assaulted and robbed them of their money, 
his crime would not have beew so wicked as 
to impose upon their credulity, and under 
cover of their contidence to palm off upon 
them these worthiess so-called warrantee 
deeds, ‘The deeds may not be technically 
forgeries; nor may they be technically deeds 
for property he had no authority to sell: but 
that they were deeds for property which he 
knew was burdened to its full value by 
prior liens is certainly true. That Colehour 
was indicted for perjury in the United States 
Court of this district for swearing that he 
was the owner of this property in order to 
have himself accepted on a bond to the Gov- 
ernment may not be a serious impeachment 
of his veracity, but each of these so-cailed 
deeds is of itself evidence that he was an un- 
principled person. It may be that the law 
is too defective to punish such dishonesty 
and fraud, but public opinion ought to be 
strong enough to prohibit all business in- 
tercourse with such a man, whose presence 
is a disgrace to the community he infests, if 
these people are swindled out of their hard- 
earned homes.

TWO ASSASINATIONS. 

It has been noticed that the evidences of 
grigf and marks of respect brought out by 
thé death of President Garfield were even 
more universal than those which attended 
the death of President Lincoln. The reasons 
for this difference in degree of outward man- 
ifestation will be clearly apparent upon a 
careful examination of the conditions in the 
two cases. Both Lincoln and Garfield died 
at the hands of assasins. Both commended 
the love of their people and the respect of the 
world. But Lincoln fell just at the close of 
a long and bitter civil war, when the smoke 
of battle had hardly cleared away, and when 
the American people had been visited with a 
series of great calamities. Garfield fell at a 
time of general peace, posperity, and good 
will, and after a political contest in which it 
was conceded that he had conquered the re- 
spect of all parties and all factions. The 
country could find no compensation in the 
death of either of these martyrs, for both 
assaults were purposeless and bound to be 
barren of the results desired by the assasins, 
but in the case of Garfield there was abso- 
lutely nothing to account for the assault, 
while in Lincoln's ease animosity and re- 
venge were still harbored by a large portion 
of the people, and his death was accepted as 
an incident of the Rebellion—the last and 
crowning crime of treason. 

At the time of President Lincoln’s assasi- 
nation the American and European Conti- 
nents were not united so closely as they are 
now. The American Republie was still re- 
garded as an experiment, and some of the 
European Governments resented the failure 
of the Rebellion, with which for various rea- 
sons they had entertained more or less sym- 
pathy. Intimate intercommunication had 
been iuterrupted by the blockading of 
American ports and the Confederate raids on 
American shipping. Since then the peo- 
ple of the United States have made 
giant strides in politics and commerce. 
Nowhere on the earth is the Ameri- 
cau Republic regarded any longer as ex- 
perimental. It has fought its way to the 
front rank of nations with the weapons 
which industry, intelligence, and prosperity 
furnish. Its credit stands highest: its re- 
sources are essential to the whole world: its 
inventors, scientists, politicians, educators, 
manufacturers, and business men are recog- 
nized as leaders everywhere, and there is 
universal confidence in a “government of 
the people, by the people, for the people” in 
this country. When the ruler of such a 


the purpose of it. Ordinary mortals, not be- 
ing admitted to royal conferences, have to 
conjecture what their Majesties are discuss- 
ing and fixing up. In some mysterious way, 
however, sufficient of their interview has 
leaked out to make it pretty certain that the 
principal object of the new Czar in propos- 
ing this conference was to renew the trip- 
artite league which had formerly existed, 
and was originally made in 1873, by the Em- 
perors of Germany, Austria, and Russia. 
Upon this occasion Prince Bismarck repre- 
sented not only Germany but Austria, for at 
the Gastein meeting of the German and Aus- 
trian Emperors an alliance was made so 
strong as to bind Austria to Germany’s for- 
eign policy. The _ tripartite agreement 
was broken by Alexander IL, but Alex- 
ander III., finding himself hedged in 
on all sides by his internal troubles, 
solicited the new agreement, or, rather, the 
renewal of the old one; and that Austria 
favors it is shown by the promptness with 
which the Emperor telegraphed his accord 
with the result accomplished and his con- 
gratulations, the receipt of which the Czar 
was quite as prompt in acknowledging. We 
may assume, therefore, that the Pan-Slavic 
troubles between the two countries and the 
Russian jealousies of Austria’s advance 
towards Salonica and of her agitations in 
the Balkan Provinces have been laid aside 
for the time at least, and that some policy as 
regards the Eastern question has been settled 
upon, and that Bismarck, as the Deus ex 
Machina, arranged the cards to suit him- 
self. But this could not have beén the only 
motive which led to this extraordinary meet- 
ing. It was held at the solicitation of the 
Czar. The compact could not have been made 
with direct reference to England, France, 
or any other European Power, because Rus- 
sia’s relations with the rest of Europe are 
satisfactory, and no Power is menacing her. 
Itis not likely that he would have been in 


such haste to arrange this meeting if he had 


not been anxious to crush outor place himself 
in a better position tocrush out Nihilism, 
which is none the less dangerous because it 
is quiet at present. Besides, the Emperor of 
Germany and Bismarck, as well as the Czar, 
fear assasination, and it is not likely that 
they could come together without arrang- 
ing some mutual system for stamping out 
Nihilism on the one hand and Communisti¢ 
Socialism on the other, In suchan agree- 
ment Austria would not hesitate to join, 
for Francis Joseph s not much safer 
than William or Alexander III. The sup- 
plementary interview which is now re 
ported as. about to eome off between 
the Emperors of Russia and Austria at the 
Polish Village of Orkohwa probably con- 
cerns matters of a less important nature at 
issue between the two countries as to the 
eontrol of the Danube, In which Germany 
has no special interest, and which can easily 
be settled by Bismarck, in case of disagree- 
ment, without Mis being present. The main 
purposes of the original meeting may be re- 
garded as definitly settled and agreed to by 
all three Powers, and it will not be strange if 
Continental Socialism receives a hard blow 
fyom the three allied Powers.

Tue London Times has printed a map of 
France showing the political character of the 
eighbty-elght electoral departments as developed 
by the recent elections. With the generai re- 
sults, arising from the sweeping Kepublican 
victory, our readers are familiar, but the map 
has a special interest as showing the locations 
of the various shades of political opinion. 
Algeria and both portions of Savoy, the latest 
additions to France, have returned none but 
Republicans. The Bouches du Rhone, or the 
southeastern frontier, have gone entirely over 
to the Extremes, or as we would term them, 
Radicals. In the Ardennes, on the north, there 
is but a “single Monarchist, and from thence 
clear down tothe Mediterranean, and for a long 
distance fhiand, every arrondissement fs Repub- 
nean, showing. as the Times says, that the Ger- 
man invasion appears to have infected the whole 
frontier with a rooted mistrust of the system 
which left the national fortunes to the disposal 
of one capricious or feeble intelleet.“ The 
fastnesses of monarchy, as might be supposed, 
are in Brittany and La Vendée. The Bonapart- 
ist power has kept its ground best in the 
Southwest ana Northwest. The only distinct 
Radical strongholds are the departments of the 
Rhone, which comprise Lyons, Bouches du Rhone 
with Marseilles, Seine with Paris, and Seine et 
Oise. The most remarkable feature of the map 
is the solid Republican frontier which ¢onfronts 
Germany. 


UNDER the heading Christian Presidents 
of the United States,“ the Rev. Frederick D. 
Powers, who was President Garfield’s pastor, 
writes a letter to the Evangelist, from which this 
is an extract: 

I suppose every man, woman, and child in the 
United States of apy information concerning 
the Nation's bistory knows that Gen. Washing- 
ton was a Christian—a memt er of the Episcopal 
Church. lbave always said, when questioned 
on this point, mat since Washington I believe 
Mr. Garueid was the only active member of a 
Christian church who had been called to that po- 
sition.

Jackson and Buchanan 
became nominal Presbyterians after they re- 
tired from publig lite; they were not commuui- 
cants of Christiin churches when called to the 
Chief Magistracy. Audrew Johnson was con- 
nected witb the same religious people with whom 
President Garfieid is identitied—namely: the 
people known simply as Campbellites“ or“ Dis- 
ciples '’—but be was not an active Christian while 
President, though be had made the profession of 
religion some time before his elevationto the 
Presidency. 

Jefferson was a free-thinker; so was Lincoin. 
Whatever religion Grant and Hayes had they 


got from their wives.

EARTHSLIP IN SWITZERLAND—TWO ‘HUN- 
DRED LIVES LOST. 

GENEVA, Sept. 13.—No such calamity as 
that which on Sunday afternoon overtook 
the Village of Elm has happened in Switzer- 
land sinee the destruction of Goldau in Sep- 
tember, 1806, by an earthslip from the Ross- 
berg. As has been stated, some 200 per- 
sons are supposed to be buried under 
an avalanche of rock and earth, and the 
work of rescue is being carried on under 
conditions that render suceess almost hope- 
less. The dammed-up streams that flow 
through the valley are turning it into a lake, 
and another earthslip still more extensive 
than the first may occur at any moment. 
Elm is situated in the Sernf Thal, at the foot 
of the Laaxer and Stoekli glaciers, and un- 
der the lee of the Tschiugel Alp, a mountain 
‘composed principally of argillaceous schist. 
For years past the Tschingel had been 
regarded as a perilous neighbor, but 
familiarity dulls apprehension, and until 
last week no precautions seem to have been 
taken to avert the impending peril. On Fri- 
day, however, after two days of heavy rain, 
the appearance of fissures in the mountain 
so alarmed the villagefs that they called in a 
local engineer to devise means for meeting

FEUDAL LANDLORDISM.

If the Irish peo- 
ple patronize it it was sure to succeed, If 
any patronage offensive to the Irish people 
were tolerated it would be sure to fail.

An Ice-Gorge in New Jersey—A Natura 
lee- House in Which the Thermome- 
ter Stands at 38 All Summer. 

Philadelphia Times. 

NewrTon, Sept. 17.—Within an hour's drive 
from this town may be witnessed one of the 
strangest sights in this country—a perpetual 
ice-gorge. This gorge exists at the foot of 
Blue Mountains, back of Swattswood Lake and 
Middleville, and is but a few wiles west of New- 
ton. The gorge is several hundred yards in ex- 
tent, from teu to thirty teet deep, with numer- 
ous eaves and clefts in the rock where the ice 
lies. The main gorge is located but a short 
distance from the mountain, and the shade at 
that spot is very dense, the sun appurentiy 
never penetrating it. The entire bottom of 
the gorge is coverea with thick, 
and the crevices and 
are filled withit. That itis a natural ice-house 
there can be no doubt; bundreds of tons might 
be taken out without appreciably decreas ug 
the quantity. Much of this great mass bas 
dou btiess iain there for years, the ice gradually 
— on top and being added to each year. 
The thermometer, which during the recent 
Grouth and “ hot spell registered 103 degrees in 
Newton, marked just 38 degrees at the same 
tithe at the bottom of the gorge—too cold for 
a person to remain there any length of time. A 
few feet from one end of the gorge a spring of 
the most delicious sparkling water bubbles up 
through the ice. It tastes slightly of iron and is 
very satisfying to the thirst. ‘Bais water stands 
at 34 degrees—about as cold as one could com- 
tortably drink it. 

Samuel Thompson, who owns the farm on 
which this natural curiosity has been found, 
said, when asked about the gorwe by a reporter: 
* Woy, yes, I s pose it is rather remarkable, 
though we never set no store by it ‘cept when we 
wanted ice. The neighbors all goes there when 
they wants ice, and tain't necessary for to build 
any ice- houses round here. Early in th’ spring 
th’ gorge is Blied clean to the top with clear ice, 
but ‘long in the summer it gets melted down, 
but then they's allers tons and tons o ice thar, 
an’ they bez been since | kin remember. Ye see, 
the water runs down offen th’ mountain inter 
that holler during th’ fall, and as they ain't mueh 
outlet it jest stays thar an’ freezes. 1 8 pose 
some o' th’ ice in that thar cave has been thar 
forever. The waterin the spring, though, is 
mighty good tastin’, and my wife sets grent 
store by it, cause she says ‘tis powerful good 
fer rheumatiz. We bev knowed ‘bout the gorge 
fer vers. but ez i reckoned they was plenty jest 
like it round the country, 1 never said much 
about th’ ol' thing. Yes, they bez been a good 
many people round here t see th’ spring toils 
summer, but mostly city chaps that was board- 
in’ over t’ Newton, an’ come out jest U see th’ 
sight.” Mr. Thompson has been offered large 
of muney by enterprising capitalists for the 
gorge, but declines to sell, as be is wealthy and 
thinks the property is worth just as much to him 
as it would be to some one elise.

James, and after a whispered conversation 
between Gen. Arthur and ex-Speaker George 
lil, Sharpe, the latter told the driver 
to “tio ahead,“ and the  car- 
riage was driven on the _ ferryboat. 
A second carriage, containing Secretary 
Lincoln and his wife and Secretary Hunt, 
immediately followed. President Arthur 
had engaged rooms at the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel, his residence in Lexington avenue being 
ih a state of renovation.

thetic, and referred to the sufferings of the 

resident, the sleepiess misery of his wife, and 
the bowed head of his old mother—* All your 
work, tiend.”’ 

One letter was trom a lawyer in Chicago, 
deliberately offering himself to defend Guiteau, 
and saying that he would refer him to various 
persons for testimonials of ability, and, said this 
rascal, “toappear in court as vour counsel will 
advertise me all over the worid and bring me a 

deal of business, so that Iwill make you 
no charge.“ This lawyer is not one of whom the 
public has ever heard. Quite a large number of 
offers have been made to Guiteau by mail to 
take up his case. Some of these postal-curds 
and letters wereinrhbyme. One was a cluinsy 
artifice to make it appear to the authorities that 
Guiteau had friends. 

“You cannot imagine what a tremendous 
mail this fellow receives every day.“ said Mr. 
Corkhbill. “This room is filied with souvenirs of 
the interest the public have in the criminal. 
Here isa bundie of rods received from Texas, 
with instructions how to whip him to death. 
The writer explains that it is a peculiar kind of 
switch, cuts deep, and gives the proper amount 
of pain, and says that when the bundle is used 
up the man is pretty sure to die.” 

Some letters from the Southern States had 
wild suggestions of pouring coal-oil all over 
him,then burning him by a slow fire, two rec- 
ommendations which did not concur with eacb 
other. A prominent person in Texas, who gave 
his full name and address, said be bad been a 
Confederate, but God had spared his life to 
come and hang the rascal; that he wanted the 
job to do, and could give testimoniais as to bis 
proficiency and kis ability asahangman. Like 
anonymous letters in general, mostof these 
communications were cowardly. One artist has 
sent a well-executed picture of Guiteau in 
charcoal, with a noosed rope above his head. 
One picture represented him torn apart by wild 
horses; and in another he was impaled ona 
stake alive. GATH.

A Donegal Island and One of Its 
Legends —~How MacKineely’s Cow 
Was Stolen by Ballor of the Evil Eye. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

GortTasock, Donegal, Aug. 28.—I left Miss 
Ethnea Ballor in her inaccessible tower on the 
summit of Tor-more, wondering who these 
creatures in the *‘currachs’’ were—those creat- 
ures whose faces instead of being smooth were 
covered with hair—she meant men. Her father 
was sad at the same time because he coveted 
and could not steal MacKineely’s cow. He 
meant mischief. 

But what isa ‘‘currach’’? Before I saw one 
I learned what they were from Lord George 
Hill, the late philanthropic landlord of Gwee- 
dore. 

“The natives of the islands along these 
coasts,“ he wrote, “are very fearless boatmen, 
and skillful in their own way. There is a very 
ancient and simple kind of boat 
CALLED A ‘CURRACH’ IN GENERAL USE. 
They are very neatly and ingeniously made. In 
building them, a flat oval frame or gunwale, 
with holes at regular distances from which the 
ribs are to start, is laid down in the first instance 
and secured to the ground. The ribs, which 
consist of stout sallows, are planted in the gun- 
wale-holes, and the sides are basket-work for 
about six inches wide above the floor- 
ing, as a skirting, all round. The ribs 
(being intertwined at their junc- 
tion) are crossed by trausverse laths. 
extending from stern to stem, and which are 
lashed together where they cross each other 
with cords made of horse-hair. The frame is 
theretore very strong and elastic. It is then 
‘skinned’ with a bide or tarred canvas. A very 
good one, that would last for four years per- 
fect, may be made at a cost of 90 shillings. 
Seven-score of sallows are required, and a man 
would make one entirely, including sxinning 
and tarring, in four days. There is no beam or 
seat in a currach, but the crew sit down on the 
floor, and must remain there perfectly steady, 
as avery little lateral motion, there bemg no 
keel, would capsize them. Short paddies are 
used to propel them, and when one p u only 
works a currach he kneels at the bow, ad with 
alternate strokes from side to side guides the 
frail bark.“ 

These canvas and basket-work canoes are 
common in Tory, and appear to have been in 
use along this coast for more than 3,000 years. 
They are about nine feet long, three feet wide, 
and two feet deep. Lord George says that It 
isa wonderful sight to watch a curragh go to the 
islands through a surf on a rocky beach where 
no other boat could land in safety.“ But it re- 
quires great skill to manage them. Yet the 
people have been known to bripg their cattle 
from the isiands in these little boats. The 
creature, when thus shipped, is thrown down, its 
legs tied, lifted into the curragh, laid on its back, 
fastened with ropes so that it cannot struggle. 
and then both brute and boat are carried into 
the water. 

But to go back a few thousand 
about Ethnea and der awiul das 

MacKineely was the lord of this very parish or 
Tullagbobegty at that period.

He in- 
stautiy took the form of a tittle red-headed boy, 
and came up to MacSambtbainn, and told him 
that he bad just heard bis brothers say in the 
forge that they would make MacSambtbainn’'s 
swordof iron, and use all the steel he had bought 
to fashion swords for 1 

Macsamhthainn was furious. He swore by all 
the powers above and below that his brothers 
sbould be. punished for their rascality. He 
would show them that they couldn't humbug 
him. Not any. By the Seomh, no! 

Hold this cow, my little red-headed friend.“ 
said the angry MacSambthainn to Ballor. 

Ballor eayerly caught hold of the halter. As 

soon as MacSamhthainn went into the forge, 
Balior, “with the rapidity of lightning,’’ it is 
said, neither more nor less, 
“CARRIED OFF THE COW TO TORY ISLAND.” 
When MacKineely ran out of the forge, he saw 
Ballor with his cow in the middie of the Sound 
of Tory. The sound is there yet to authenticate 
this story; anda still stronger corroboration is 
the fact that the place where Bullor dragged in 
the cow by the tail, at Tory island, is called to 
this hour Port-na-Glaise, or Cow Harbor. 

MacKineely was in despair. The only remedy 
that suggested itself to his distracted mind at 
the moment was to give his too credulous 
brother u thrashing. e did so, and, it is writ- 
ten that he did so “with impunity.” Then de 
went to the priest of those days—a hoary Druid 
—who had a oe habitation in this parish. 
The Druid told him that he would never get 
back his lost, his lactiferous Glas Gaivien as 
long as Ballor lived; because, to keep her, 
Ballor would never again close his Evil Eye, but 
keep it constantly cocked (if I may say so), to 
“ petrify every man that should venture to get 
near her.“ 

Discouraged by the Druid. MacKineely called 
to bis aid his Leanan-sidhe, or familiar spirit, or, 
as we sayin America, his “controlling influ- 
once.“ er name was (and may be vet is) Bi- 
roge of the Mountain.“ Biroge told him that 
she would enable bim to kill Ballor. Her remedy 
was, that MacKineely should become the son- 
in-law of Ballor; and, as Ballor's prejudices 
would have made it useless for Miss Ethnea to 
remark, * Ask my pa.“ that this and other for- 
malities of wooing should be dispensed with.

New Tonk, Sept. 24.—Laist Monday afternoon 
your correspondent was present, and watched, 
with the others, the race between a Zulu boy 
and a horse, the former going once around the 
track while the latter went once and a quarter 
onarun. The Zulu made an excellent bronze 
flying Mercury, and he went so swiftly over the 
ground that, to the astonishment of the audi- 
ence, he won the race.

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GRAVES OF PRESIDENTS. 


Where the Eighteen Dead Men Who 
Have Governed the United States 
Were Laid and Rest. 

New York World, Sept. 25. 
Washington's remains were in 1887 removed 
from the old vault where they had hitherto lain 
to a roomy brick vault, simple and substantial. 

His body and that ot his wife are iuclosed in 

coltins of Pennsylvania marbie, one bearing an 

American shield, the other the words, Martha 

Washington.“ These piaced in the vestibule 

of the vault proper, which is closed against the 

public with au iron gate. John Adams and his 
son, John Quincy Adams, sleep side by side be- 
neath the Unitarian Church of Quincy, Mass., 
their wives with them. The tomb is an apart- 
ment in the front part of the cellar, walled in 
with large blocks of rougbly-faced granit, and 
having fora door a granit slab seven feet by 
three, with massive hinges and lock of wrought 
iron. In the church above, on either side of the 
pulpit, are tablets of clouded marble, each sur- 
mounted bya bust and inscribed with the famil- 
lar and high-sounding epitaphs of the only 
father and son that ever held the highest office 
in the gift of the American people. 

Most readers are acquainted with the circum- 
stances attending ou the erection of a new mon- 
ument to ‘ 


JEFFERSON 
and the cession of the family burying-ground to 
the care of the country. Jefferson and his wife 
and daughters were buried in a thick growth of 
woods a few bundred yards to the right of the 
road leading from Charlottesville to Monticello, 
in a small private cemetery about 100 feet 
square. It was time that its care should be un- 
dertaken by the public, for when the World's 
correspondent visited the spot two years ago he 
found the inclosure matted with weeds, the 
walls breached, the graves trodden level with 
the ground, and the coarse granite obelisk over 
Jefferson's resting place chipped and battered 
by relic-bunters till only two lines of the in- 
scripdon were decipberable. 
MADISON 
reposes in such a scene aud amid such surround- 
ings as the mention of bis name would lead one 
to look for. Montpelier, near Orange, Va., in 
the ceatre of a softly picturesque region, is a 
fair and trim estate, and the cemetery-lot in 
the centre of a level field, well kept and neatly 
turfed. From a pedestal of four pieces rises a 
graceful and slender obelisk, inscribed with 
Madison's name and birth-date, while by its side 
a less lofty shaft marks the resting-place of the 
fairest of republican Queens, Doily Madison. 
MONROE’S BODY ° 
reposes in Holywood Cemetery, Virginia, on an 
eminence near itsextreme southwestern limit. 
commanding a beautiful view of Richmond and 
the James. Above the body is a buge biock of 
polished Virginia marble supporting a con- 
shaped biock of granit, on which are brass plates 
suitably inscribed. The whole is surrounded by

FILLMORE’S GRAVE 
inthe peaceful and pretty Forest Lawn Cem. 
etery, three miles north of Buffalo, almost upon 
the crest of its central hill. A iofty shaft of 
polished Scotch granit rests ona pedestal of 
the same material, super-imposed on 4 
base of Lockport 
ment, a slight molding running round the 
pedestal. It is inscribed with “Fillmore” ig 
large raised letters, and on the faces of the 
shaft are inscriptions in memory of the Presi- 
dent and the different members of his family, 
The monument rises at the head ot bis grave: 8 
great Norway spruce casts its shadow on the 
foot. 

PIERCE’S GRAVE 

is in the Minot inclosure, adjoining the old 
cemetery at Concord, N. H. Above it is a monu- 
ment of pure Italian marbie,a spire with cap, 
die, and plinth resting on a base of granit and 
surrounded by a draped cross. “Pierce” is 
carved on the plinth, and there is a brief in- 
scription on the panel ot the die. His wife and 
their two sons are buried near bim. 

BUCHANAN’S TOMB 
is in Woodward Hill Cemetery, at Lancaster, 


with posts of mottled gran the iron bars 
being interlaced by a fragrant hedge of roses, 
The grass within is velvety and dotted with 
rosebushbes. The body rests in a vault of beavy 
masonry covered with large limestone flags. A 
base of New Hampshire granit supporss « 
monument in the Roman style—a singe block 
of Italian marble, wrought with heavy moided 
cap and base, carved with an oak-branck 
studded with leaves and acorns, and simply 


inscriped. 

LINCOLN’S MONUMENT 
is a great pile of marbie, granit, and bronze, in 
Oak Ridge Cemetery, at Springfieid, III., with 
the descri of which all American readers 
have been made tamiliar from time to time. The 
body of the martyred President lies in the cata- 
comb in a leaden coffin, inciosed in a cedar case, 
within a sarcophagus of rich white marble, dav- 
ing carved on one end the word Lincoln.“ 

JOHNSON’S GRAVE 

is on the summit ot a lofty cone-shaped emi- 
nence half a mile southwest of Greenville, 
Tenn. The monument is of marble on a base ot 
granit. From piers on each side of the graves 
of Johnson and his wife springs a granit arch of 
thirteen stones; on this rests the monument 
proper—a plioth suitably inscribed, a die carved 
with the Constitution (minus the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth amendments), and an open Biole 
on which rests a hand as if in the act of taking 
an oath, and a tapering shaft of marble fes- 
tooned at the top with the American flag, and 
surmounted by an eagie with outstretched 
wings.

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company has just decided to make another im- 
provement on its dining-cars, and one which 
will no doubt make them still more popular than 
they pow are, though that it is saying agreat 
deal. It has been found that the seats now in 
use on all the dining-cars are inconvenient on 
account of their close proximity to the tables, 
making them awkward to get into, especially by 
ladies. In order to avoid this difficulty here- 
after, it has been decided to e out the old 
seats and replace them with Improved adjust- 
able theatre chairs. This new idea will greatly 
add to the ease and comfort of the people who 
take their meals on these luxurious cars, and 
will also materially add to the general appear- 
ance of the interior of the cars. 


The Builder gives some statistics of the ex- 
penditure made by the English railway compa- 
nies for the better accommodation of their 
freight tratfic which will surprise those who do 
not know the enormous development which 
these corporations bave reached.

The Indianapolis Journal says: “A gentle- 
man who is thoroughly posted in regard to the 
back- pay claims of the Indiana. Bloomington &

HOW SMALL-POX IS SPREAD. 

There isa doctor named C. L. Kerler who re- 
sides at No, 450 West Taylor street, who, accord- 
ing to the statements of the heaith officers, 
deserves to be investigated by the State Board 
of Health. Last winter, they say, this man 
treated a lot ot cases of alleged chicken pox in 
the Twelfth-street district which turned out to 
be small-pox, and thereby caused the spread 
of the disease. A few days ago he re- 
ported three cases of measies from No. 77 Kansas 
street, end yesterday he sent in a certiticate 
of death alleging measies complicated with 
meningitis to be the cause. The neighbors, 
however. were not satisded. and they sent down 
word that they believed that the patient died of 
small-pox, and that the others in the house were 
suffering from the same disease. Dr. Gurrott, 
the acting Health Commissioner, Clerk Merki, 
and another health officer at once went over to 
the house, and there found that the patient had 
died of contiuent small-pox, and that the two 
others were down with the same ailment. After 
taking the necessary precautions, the officers 
left, and Clerk Merki swore out a warrant tor 
Dr. Kerler, who was subsequently arrested and 
held in $200 bail to appear in the Armory Police 
Court this morning. 

There were five deaths and seven new cases of 
small-pox reported yesterday. The deaths be- 
curred at No. 77 Kansas street, No. 2353 Han- 
over, No. 100 Cleaver, No. 38 North May 
street, and No. 527 North Ashland ave- 
nue. New cases were reported: Two from 
No. 77 Kansas, No. 160 Augusta, No. 37 Union, 
and No. 275 West Erfe street. A man was taken 
from the Marvin ouse, State street, near 
Polk, suffering the disease. There were 
five cases of sen rreported from No. 41 
Ray street, and 0.147 Eighteenth place.

The Union Club is again agitating the question

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were unusually dull. Money was a 
little easier than it has been, rising at no time 
higher than 15 per cent a year, and closing at 6 
percent. The opening prices were at or near 
the highest for the day, except for New York L, 
Louisville & Nashville, and Texas Central, each 
of which advanced l. This was held by the first, 
but Louisville &Nashville afterwards declined 
from 98 to 96%, and Texas Centrai from 91 to 
w%. At the close an attack was made along 
the whole line of stocks. This. demonstration 
was led by the supporters of Mutua! Union, who 
sold Western Union down to 86. The dowu- 
ward pressure was felt more or less by every- 
thing. Central Pacific went from 96'% to 94%, 
Missouri Pacific from 107% to 1065. Denver from 
e to 86%, Jersey Central from 98 to 95%, 
Kansas & Texas from 42% to 41%, Union Pacific 
from 121% to 12043, Wabash common from 52 to 
50%, St. Paul from 113% to 112%, Lake Shore 
from 126 to 124%, Michigan Central from m to 91%. 

New York advices predict easier money in the 
near future. The heaviness of foreign exchange 
and the certainty that large amounts of West- 
ern produce must soon go forward to the Euro- 
pean market strengthens this view. 

In the opinion of the Boston Advertiser the 
policy of the Secretary of the Treasury, whose 
call does not mature till Dec. 24, will result in 
a withdrawal cf money from the market while it 
is in great request, anda return to the street of 
funds just 8 natural tendency of finan- 
cial matters is ards ease. It will highten the 
stringency and exaggerate the ease. The Ad, 
vertiser points Out that since the 4s were first is- 
sued they bave made an average advance of one- 
nhalt of I per cent a month, and it predicts that 
in two years they will be selling at 150. 

It is useless, the New York Evening Post says, 
to disguise the fact that Secretary Windom's 
program for the purchase and redemption of 
bonds causes disappointment in Wall street, 
as it is seen that it is very doubtful whether it 


will prevent the locking up in the Treasury of 


surplus revenues. At the moment we are im- 
porting no gold from Europe owing in good 
measure to the fact that in the leading articles 
of export speculation has checked the natura 
movement. The currency demands from the 
interior of New York are fortunately not very 
heavy at present, at least for the season of the 
year, but may become so at any time. Alto- 
gether, therefore, it looks as if a modification 
of the Treasury program would be needed, pro- 
vided the money market is to be put beyond the 
reach of speculators, who may have an interest 
at any time in creating a stringency.” 

One of Mr. Vanderbilt's purposes in the trunk 
jine war is to destroy the Erie Canal. That ave- 
nue of transportation has been the great regu- 
lator of railroad charges, and, as Commissioner 
Fink has ably shown, has lowered rail rates at 
even inland points like Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville. The Constitution of New York provides 
that no more shall be spent on the Erie Canal in 
any year than it made in the preceding year. 
All that is needed toruin the canal is to cut 
down its revenues so that the profits of one 
year will not pay for the repairs of the 
next. To produce this result is a settled part 
of the Vanderbilt policy. Commissioner Fink 
has lately stated that the railroads carried to 
the Atlantic seaboard in 1880 during the naviga- 
bie season 116,000,000 bu of grain,while the canal 
carried about 70,000,000. This shows the dwin- 
dling tendency ot the business of the Erie Ca- 
nal. That great outlet for the produce of the 
West has already suffered severely trom the 
competition of the railroads, and it is evidently 
the purpose of the great railroad king to kill it 
off altogether. 

Reading stockholders, it is said, are personally 
responsible for a large part of the floating debt, 
and for the amount represented by the late 
issue of bonds. 

A New York paper doubts thetruth of the 
story that Mr. Vanderbilt has been a large buyer“ 
of Reading. It is known that the relations be- 
tween the New York Central and the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western are very friendly, and 
that when the Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern extension to Buffalo is completed the only 
coal business which the New York Central now 
getsfrom the Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern which would be in jeopardy would be that 
west of Buffalo, and only part of this traf- 
fic. Considering that the New York Central 
also now gets an important coal tonnage 
from the Lehigh Valley Road, it is a ques- 
tion whether the reasoms assigned are suf- 
ficient for the magnitude of the undertaking 
with which the current talk of Wail street 
credits Mr. Vanderbilt. The Reading property 
is a very great one. It owns about one-third of 
the anthracite coal-flelds in the State of Penn- 
sylVania; it has 1,798 miles of railroad (single) 
track, and has, by ownership or lease, iron 
property, mills, etc., which need not be re- 
capitulated bere. The property owned and 
leased is represented by shares and debt to the 
enormous amount of $207,999.321. Upward of 
$56,000,000 of coal and iron property has never 
vet paid a dollar of income, it having for the 
most part been secured in anticipation of a 
business far remote in the future. 

The Graphic warns Wall street operators to 
look for iower prices and dear money. The more 
they try to maintain quotations the dearer will 
money become. Many of these people have 
been hoping for a successful bull campaign this 
fall. and they have been expecting, after sad- 
dling their stocks upon outsiders, to get short 
of the market and break values down later on. 
They hold the bulk of the stocks now, and if the 
outside public is wise it will allow them to eon- 
tinue to hold them, for our shortened cropsand 
the largely diminisbed railroad earnings will 
soon begin to tell. 

Atlantic & Great Western securities have 
lately declined beavily in London. English 
holders, according to the London correspondent 
of the New York World, are suspicious of mal- 
administration of this property like that of the 
Erie Koad in old days. The other day a telegram 
was sent over, presumably from Mr. Devereux, 
to the effect that the wross earnings for the 
month of July were $40,714, and the net earn- 
ings $5,427—so that. according to this statement, 
the sum of $425,287 had been swaliowed up in 
expenses in one month. The bondholders were 
aghast, and down went the prices all round, 
from 5 to 10 per cent, the fall since last June, 
when the dividend was “dodged"’ and another 
piece of “finance” was putin force for some- 
body’s benefit in Ohio. having amounted to at 
least 2) per cent on the first mortgages. After 
the lapse of a few days there came a correction 
to the tirst traffic return. It appeared that the 
Directors bad meant to say forty-five thousand 
four hundred and twenty-seven, thus leaving 
the difference between gross and net earnings 
the trifling sum of $579,860. Is it any wonder 
that when people see this kind of business going 
on they should make up their minds that sheer, 
unadulterated roguery is going on somewnbere, 
and that the less they bave todo with “ Ameri- 
can railroads” the better?

and so with the house on Indiana avenue and 
also the house on Paulina street.“ The pur- 
chases of these houses for ber in his name and 
their subsequent conveyance, the Court are per- 
suaded, were were gifts or grants. without such 
consideration as should shield them from claims 
of creditors as to debts owing at the time of the 
grants, which Terry at that time was unable to 
pay. As to the Paulina street property, the 
grant wus made when Terry must have known 
he was insolvent, while the debts due complain- 
ants and still unpaid were then In existence. As 
against the complainants, to the extent of the 
unsatisued part of their claims, the deed to Miss 
Jackson cannot be allowed to stanu, and the de- 
cree of the lower courtin that regard is there- 
fore affirmed. 

Regarding the conveyance of the Indiana 
street property as aisua mere voluntary con- 
veyance, the Court proceeded to inquire whether 
the complainants are in a condiuon to enable | ! 
them to call it in question. The debts accrued 
in 1873 and 1874, while the property was bought 
in 1870 and conveyed in December, 1871, when 
Jerry was solvent. It was alleged, however, 
that he did owe complainants a considerable 
amouut at that time; that early in 1872 he com- 
promised at 0 cents and procured releases; 
and that, aithough he  atterwards paid 
the 50 per vent, still the other 
half of the debt hae never 3 paid, and in 
justice the estate ougbt to be held for it, inas- 
much asthe creditors were ignorant of the con- 
veyanece, and would not have accepted the com- 
promise bad they known it. To sustain this 
position, the Court remark, a case should be 
made upon the pleadings, and sustained by 
proof, which would authorize the setting aside 
the compromise of 1872. No such case bas been 
made. The compromise was made chietly on 
account of losses by the fire of 1871, and there is 
no proof of any false representations or other 
fraud in making it. The mere fact that Terry 
omitted to mention that be had held title 
to this property and had made a gift 
of it to another is not a sufficient basis for such 
a decree. The proof also fails to show that the 
present indebtedness — represents the 50 
per cent agreed upon in 1572 to be paid for the 
release. The supposed convection, say the 
Court, between the present debt and that of 1872 
is not satisfactorily shown by the proofs. As to 
Mrs. Terry’s claim for dower, the Court think it 
ought not to be sustained, the testimony clearly 
showing, in spite of her statement to the con- 
trary, that she executed the deed and made the 
acknowledgment. The decree of the Circuit 
Court is therefore reversed and the cause re- 
manded for other and further proceedings in 
accordance witb the views expressed.

But when we recognize the statement of the 
speaker, that be was under a solemn covenant 
trust, reposed in him many years ago, in har- 
mony with a friendship that has never known a 
cloud, a contidence that has never trembied, 
and a love that has never known a change.“ we 
are at a loss to understand the motive that could 
prompt such a thrust at such a time. 

The liberty of the press is one of the grandest 
achievements of this Kepublican Government, 
but its freedom should not be abused, not made 
to pander to the paltry prejudices of an indi- 
vidual or a sect; and both press and — 
should reverentiy consider the mournful occa- 
sion, and properly appreciate the siucere and 
worthy (if not eloquent) tribute paid to the 
illustrious dead by his cherished friend and 
Christian brother.

The Accident on the Canada Southern. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

PALMER HouskE, CHICAGO, Sept. .- A great 
many statements have been made in reference 
to the accident which bappened on the Canada 
Southern Railroad, , garding which I have re- 
frained from mak{f@, any allusion until this 
morning. when | read a statement published in 
your paper made bya Mr. Oliver of this city.

RAUCH’S REPORT. |

SMALL-POX. 

In regard to small-pox, the report says it 
“has made its appearance at five new points in 
the State since the last meeting of the board, 
but in four ot them, owing to prompt action on 
the part of the local autaorities, it was speedily 
stamped out or gotten under control. Cases 
still occur in Chic and, in tact, will contiuue 
to occur while emigration is so heavy from 
Europe. The indications are that there will ve 
an increase ef cases as the weather becomes 
cooler, and fresh outbreaks may be expected in 
every part of the State, especially in the south- 
ern. — of this probability, it is important 
that the board urge the vaccination of those 
who never bave been vaccinated, and the re- 
vaccination of those who have not recently been 
thus protected. In this connection I would also 
urge upon the board the passage of a rule or 
regulation making it obligatory upon the au- 
thorities of any township, town, or city to 
promptly report to this board the outbreak of 
any contagious or epidemic disease. Under the 
direction and operation of the board these 
outbreaks, in many instances, can be very easily 
limited, but if left to the inexperienced and un- 
advised direction of the local authorities, these 
diseases often spread rapidly, resulting in un- 
necessary loss of life, and greatly damaging the 
business interests of the infected community. 
The experience of the iast nine months, es- 
pecially in connection with smali-pox, bas im- 
pr me with the importance and necessity 
of the preparation by the board of a sanitary 
code of ordinances, or rules and regulations, 
for adoption by local authorities throughout 
the State. I am satisfied that the sanitary in- 
terests of localities and the State generally can 
— . way be better promoted than by such a

BRIDGEPORT PUMPING-WORKS. 


During the low-water stage of the last three 
months repeated complaints bave been made to 
this olfice with regard to the pollution of the 
Illinois River along its whole course. While it 
is true that the Chicago River is not the only 
source of the pollution of this stream, still but 
little has been done practically to prevent the 
nuisance that does come from it in the way of 
Chicago sewage. The ay of Chica has, 
however, appropriated $175,000 tor the ereé€tion of 

umping-works, but no further progress has 

u made than the acceptance of the bid for 
the construction of the pumping-works and oth- 
er preliminary work, A grave sanitary respon- 
sibility rests upon the Chicago authorities. Is 
it desirable that a repetition of the poilution of 
its water-suppiy should again occur ju Chicago, 
as it did during the past winter and spring? And 
is it just to the people on the line of the Lilinois 
& Michigan Canal, the Desplaines River, and the 
Illinois River to be further annoyed by the 
nuisance? In view of the sanitary 2 
of the matter, it is clearly the duty of the board 
to do all it can to hasten the construction of the 
pumping-works.”’ 

RAILWAY SANITATION. 


The report next alludes to railway sanitation, 
and says that,so far as emigrant trains are 
concerned, it is notoriously bad, but that the 
better means of travel are by no means fauit- 
less. It then goes on to quote some correspond- 
ence with certain railway officials, and a re- 
port of the discussion on the subject had by the 
Sani Council of the Mississippi Valley last 
May. he Puliman Palace-Car le were 
credited with tumiguting a car thoroughly after 
a case of fever had occurred in it, and were suid 
to use liberally of disinfectants. They were aiso 
credited with doing their best to have clean 
cars, always baving clean bed linen aud cleaning 
and beating carpets and plush every day.

as conducive to sanitary conditions, though that 
was a matter which the public controlled, fa- 
voring, as it did, long lines and as few changes 
as possible. During the yellow-fever epidewic 
all the cars of the Southern Pullman Palace-Car 
Company were thoroughly disinfected at each 
terminus of the lines, and pure carbolic acid 
was exposed in open vessels in every car while 
en route. All the cars and every bit of furni- 
ture and bedding were thoroughly fumigated 
with sulphur after every trip. Whenever a per- 
son took sick during the yellow-fever epidemic 
on one of the cars he was car to the 
next station, cared for, and all the bed- 
ding and material upon which he la 
immediately destroyed. No case of _ yel- 
low-tever was ever developed on the cars, 
er known to have emanated from them through 
infection. Dr. Rauch believes in short runs of 
ears, as long through trips have a tendency to 
befoul the air of the coaches, and make thew 
unwholesome to passengers. e believes t 
faequent changes, instead of long through ri 
ing, will benefit the traveling public and tze 
railroads as weil.
